Boaft-d tuperiority, where are you now ? Col- 
ville with thenktullneis received the gifi, aad 
fhared out the fcanty pittance with his Louifa.— 
Rut this was not the time for indolence and inacti- 
vity > Colville now bethought hindelf of extrica 
ting whatever he was able trom the ruins. His 
flaves, ever diligent, had alrecdy commenced 
the fearch: with great dificulty a cofiderable 
quantity of his plate wos dug ward- 
robe, his Jinea, bis furniture, wepe irretreviably 
gone. A cheft with thick sibs gf eom in which 
Mr. Colville was acculiomed to depofit his reoft 
valuable papers and cath, was fought for ; butin 
vain: ii for a confiderable time baffled their fearch. 
At length, a flave exc! ‘T have it, Maf- 
ter!’ ‘Phis difcovery afforded very confiderable 
confolation to Mr. Coiville. as he had in it feve- 
ral papers of very 1 “portant conlequence ; fome 
few hund;ed poun is aifo in cath and notes, which 
it contained, were by no means unacceptable in 
this prefent critica! jundlure, 
Mr. Colville’s eitate lay in the heart of the 
couniry. Bridge-towm. about fifteen miles *dif- 
tant from Colville-Hall, had received very ima 
terial injury. The hurricane, at firt fuppofed 
general, had been only partial. An intimate 
friend and old {choolfellow of Mr. Colville’s who 
refided in Bridpe-town, and who had fultained 
but very flight lofs from the Rorm, had immedi- 
viely, on receiving accounts of the dreadful ha- 
vock made in that part of the country in which 
Mr. Colville refided, feat up a moft friednty invi- 
tation, begging ‘that he would make his houfe 
and home. till he could in fome degree extricate 
liinfelf from his prelent difficulties.’

Having collefed together the few 
ces he had faved from the ruins, he entrufled 
the care of them to fome of his faithfu) flaves, till 
a fit opportunity of conveying them to his fried’s 
houfe in Bridge-town. The goodnefs of his 
friend provided him with a horfe and chaife. 
Colville handed Louila in, caft his eyes around 
him, indulged the melsncholy reflection of a mo- 
ment, and proceedcd on his journey. The firlt 
part of it reprefented the mott fhocking objets 
to their view ; the dead bodies of men, women, 
and children. lay here and there in promifcuors 
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s work were 





confufion. Colville forget his own fufferings in 
the gontemplation of the mifery of others. The 
tender feelings of Louifa were moved by the hors 
id novely of the feene; the power. of utterance 
had forfaken her; her only expreffion was in het 
cers. On their approach to Bridge-town the 
profpedt confiderably briyhtened : fome few houf- 
es only had been dettroyed, Mr. Colville and his 
daughter were received by Mr. Boothby with 
open arms. Colwille’s favourite maxim here ful- 
ly ftood the teft:—< If thou would& get a friend, 
prove him ficlt, and be not too halty to credit 
him: for fome men are friends for their own OCs 
cafions and will not abide in the day of thy trouq 
ble.’ 

Mr. Boothby was in theprime of life, a bae 
chelor; he had been cotemporay at Eton with 
Colville: a particular fricndthip reigned between 
them in their youth, which had been more ftri&te 
ly cemented in their prowing years. Boothby 
was malter of a very handiome property in Bate 
badoes. which he had very contiderably ime 
proved by mercantile negouations. His every 
thought was for Colville’s intereit, his every cone 
cern for his welfare : nor did the gentle Louifa 
efcape unnoticed.---he looked upon her as the 
davyhter of a friend, and as fuch elleemed her. 

Coiville found himfelf now reduced to very 
narrow circumilances. By fome remittances he 
had made to England in more profperous times, 
he had yet, Rowever, fome property in ihe’ftocks.

ALGERINE JUSTICE. 
MAHOMET Effendi, Dey of Algiers, about the mid. 


dle of the prefent century, was reckoned the moft 

able and likewife the molt equitable of thofe priaces who 
have for many years governed the Algeriues. His promo. 
tion to fovereiga power was involuntary; for he, no 
doubt, dreaded the fate of his predeceffors, of whom no 
lets than 29 perthhed by violent deaths, He was compel. 
led, neverthelefs, by cue Janiffaries, to accept of a dignity, 
which, aotwithftanding his juitice and fagacity, proved ee 
fatal to bimfelf as to former princes; for he alfo, a fhort 
time after bis advancement, fei! by affaffination. The fol. 
lowing tnftance of his juftice, in which, however, his pro 
cedure was fomewhar fummary, was alfo, and certainly 
with as much reafon, accounted an inftance of his fagaci. 
ty ---Slaves among the Algerines are permitted, either by 
thop-keeping or otherwile, aud on paying their matters a 
certain fum, toearn a litle money for themfelves. This 
they may employ, and very frequently do employ, in 
purchafing theu freedom. A flave, named Almoollab, 
kept an oil-fhop; and found his gains increafe fo very fat, 
that he foon accumulated feventy eequins, amounting ta 
abour thirty pounds Merling. Orher fifty zequins would 
have procured his freedom. Fearing, however, as he 
was reckoned wealiny, that he might be robbed, and have 
no rediefs, he gave his money in irult to a Moor, who 
lived in his neighbourhood, and in whofe friendthip, as 
weil as integrity, he had che uimoft confidence. His prce 
fits foon afterwards became fo cunfiderabie, tha: he found 
bimfelf in poifefiion of the fifty zequins he fo earnettly 
wifhed for He thus amticipated, with fecret rapture, his 
delivery from bondage, and return to his native land. Ree 
pairing therefore to his Moornfh frend, he faid to him, 
“How much beholdea am 1, worthy Hadgi, to your 
goodaefs, im having taken charge of my hile carmings ! 
I now intend, as I have gained wherewithal to obtain my 
liberty, to make the bef bargain F can with my mafter, 
and return to my friends and kindred. I will therefore 
relieve you of the charge you fo kindly undertook.” Had- 
gi beheld him, or pretended to behold him, with a look 
of aftonifhment; he affedted to believe him mad; and de. 
nied having any knowledge whatever of the tranfa@tion he 
alluded to. Almoollah neverthele/s infifled pieremptorily 
on having ibe money reitored 16 him; fo that, after much 
altercation, the Moor apprehending that he could no othere 
wife fecare the pofleffion of what he had fo unjuftly rea 
tained, ranto the palace of Mahomet, whom he found 
adminiftering juftice ; and raifing his voice, iatreated that 
he would punith a flave for afperfing his “‘ u>tainted chare 
a&ter.” But Almoollah, confcious of his mtegricy, had 
undauniedly followed him ; and obtaining leave of the dey, 
he told his ftory with circumfanual firmnefs, and tkea 
proftrated himfelf on the carpet at the foot of the throne, 

Mahomet, having heard him, beckoned to a Chiaoux, 
or minifter of juftice: “Go,” faid he, “to the houfe of 
Hadgi; fearch it warrowly, aud biing hither ali che money 
you find in it” 

The Chisoux bowed, obeyed, and foon after retarneds | 

The Dey having then ordered a new earthern pot with 
cleat water poured into it, and a charcoal fire to be placed 
before him, he put the pot on the five, and when the wa- 
ter boiled, he threw in the money. Soon afier, having 
taken it out, and letting it ftand till it cooled, he found on
